appearance of a court room 
battle, as attorney* represent­ 
ing the probation department 
and Juvenile hall superinten­ 
dent Warren Wood's claim Of 
overtime and the pending grie­ 
vance 
hearing 
concerning 
Woods' termination as juvenile 
hall superintendent. 
Al Frazier, representing M rs. 
Louise McCready, acting pro­ 
bation officer in Roger Parker's 
absence, and Earl Hedlund, rep­ 
resenting the Tehama County 
Employes Association, argued 
back and forth of the legality 
of Woods’ termination by P ark­ 
er, and It was all supervisors 


could do to keep up with the 
court room drama. 
After four hours at confusion 
and legal phraseology, the su­ 
pervisors decided totake no ac­ 
tion until after the finding* of 
the 
next 
grievance hearing, 
whtch wtU be held Nov. 20. 
The latest grievance filed al­ 
leges Mr. and Mrs. Wood were 
fired for filing the overtime 
grievance. Supervisors yester­ 
day 
approved 
the commis­ 
sion’s recommendation to pay 
Wood for 230 hours overtime, 
although they noted that there 
was no written proof that Wood 
had in fact had that many hours 
coming. Hedlund Immediately 
Jumped to his feet and shouted 
"The man stated under oath that 
he had worked the 15 hours a 


day," 
The question as to whether the 
s«g>ervtsars should even enter 
into the matter of Woods' dis­ 
charge was raised by Super­ 
visor Rudy Brodnsnsky, and att­ 
orney Hedlund replied that since 
the supervisors are involved 
with the paying of personnel and 
the maintenance at the Juvenile 
hall, they should be involved. 
A suggestion was made to car­ 
ry the Juvenile hall problem Uoto 
a closed executive session, tete 
F raziar said, "1 don't see any 
need for an executive session 
since the press will ballyhoo it 
anyway."

The small community of Man­ 
tón will soon have their very 
own law enforcement officer. 
Supervisors yesterday appro­ 
ved a request for a part time 
"p h o n e-in " 
deputy sheriff, 
which 
spokesman Al Rooney 
said was desperately needed. 
Sheriff Lyle Williams appear­ 
ed before the board and said his 
department had made a thorough 
study of the Mantón situation 
and agreed that there was a 
need for a deputy but his de­ 
partment had no funds avail­ 
able. The board told him that 
they would approve the r e ­ 
quest starting Dec. 1, at $150 
plus $25 for gas expenses. 
Sheriff Williams said there 
are 50 miles of road for the 
part time deputy to cover, and 
a population of approximately 
300 people. 


He said that this is the quiet 
time of the year in the Mantón 
area,

time the population builds up. 
He said the sheriff’s office 
received 12 calls from the Man­ 
tón area in 1968, eight oí which 
were in their jurisdiction.

The congressman’s announce­

Hope’s invitation to join as co- 
chairman 
of

National Unity." It pointed out 
that he has maintained a consis­ 
tent record of support of A m er­ 
ican 
servicemen even while 
urging that this nation "escalate 
our withdrawal from Vietnam." 
In his speech in the House 
of Representatives, Congress­ 
man Jonnson said: 
"I cannot and I will not chal­ 
lenge the integrity or the sin­ 
cerity of those who made the 
difficult choices which lead to 
each step up the combat esca­ 
lator, for I am convinced that 
they were honest, dedicated men 
who were doing only what they 
thought best for the security of 
this nation and for the cause of 


freedom throughout the world. 
"But I can and will say to­ 
day that the time has come to 
reverse this process with all 
possible speed." 
He quoted from a father whose 
son had been killed in action in 
Vietnam: 
"Since the early days of Viet­ 
nam, 
particularly 
where A- 
merica has been involved, 38,- 
590 fine young Americans have 
died. 
Mind you, these aren’t 
the ’Flower Kids* or the ad­ 
dicts or the perverts. These 
aren’t the rioters, the looters 
or the hate mongers, and these 
aren’t the Black Panthers. The 
number I quote constitute the 
finest representation of man­ 
hood this world has ever known 
. . . or ever will know. 
I- 
ronically, 99 per cent of these 
tragic fatalities evolve around 
those boys who are too young 
to have tasted life or true love; 
too young to have tasted success 
or to have entered a voting 
booth, but old enough mind you 
—to die as only men can die. 
"We are a sick race of people 
when we allow this to happen for 
we are a Democracy where the

A Ions -tim e practice of the m edical profession has been chars - 
lag the patient wtth monev anoufh to m ake ig> for the patient who 
couldn't or wmSdn't pay. It la probably no taa w idespread new bo» 
cause of M edicare and other assistance pro cram s. But an article 
in the O ctober issue of Redbook points out that today’s hospital 
patterns a re charred not only for thalr own costs, but also for any 
lo sses on indigent patients whose full co sts a re not met by w elfare 
departm ents or government program s, and, in addition to that, for 
equipment such as heart -lung m achines, kidney m achines, and in­ 
halation therapy m achines which are not used in their p articu lar 
c a se s, but m ust be paid for. 


It's the sam e sort of situation, m agnified. The solvent patient 
pays not only for treatm ent of his awn illn ess, but for the illnesses 
of others, too. And because the care and equipment needed to tie a t 
a lot of those other Illnesses becomes m ore and m ore expensive, 
the bills to the patient wtth com paratively sim ple Illnesses gets 
bigger and bigger and bigger. 


Of cou rse somebody has to pay the increased co sts. Most 
patients needing the costly treatm ent couldn't pay for it out of their 
own pockets. Insurance policies seldom pay all of doctors' fees, 
and, except for group policies, often pay only a sm all per cent 
of the hospital charges. The money has to come from som e place. 
But why should the full burden fall on the unlucky person who hap • 
ens to becom e ill or be victim of an accident0 Why should not his 
healthy neighbors have to stand their share also?T hey or some 
m em ber of their fam ilies are as likely to need the heart machine 
som eday as the man who goes to the hospital with a broken leg.

The right to defend oneself is, 
however, Interpreted within the 
context of other oon side rations. 
Like m ost rights, It Is capable 
of being abused. 
A defendant 
may not change h is mind all 
the tim e, deciding Monday that 
he wants John to defend him, 
Tuesday that he wants Jam es to 
defend him , Wednesday that he 
wants to defend him self, and so 
on. 
The judge Is entitled to 
in terp ret the defendant’s r e ­ 
quest with reference to other 
facto rs that go into the making 
of a tria l. 
In the Bobby Seale case.oneof 
these factors was the existence 
of a half dozen other defen­ 
dants in the joint feck*ra l action. 
To have granted S eale's r e ­ 
quest for a postponement of the 
tria l meant eith er to sever 
his tria l from that of the other 
defendants, or to postpone the 
whole 
business 
until 
M r. 
G arry ’s gallstones (Seale want­ 
ed G arry, but G arry was busy 
with gallstones In San F ra n ­ 
cisco) were appeased. 
2. The attorneys representing 
the defendants are well known 
and skillful, so that no reaso n ­ 
able observer can conclude that 
Bobby Seale would be better off 
defending him self. Indeed, no 
law yer would want to go out on 
a limb and say that M r. G arry 
of San F rancisco is necessarily 
a 
better 
attorney 
than M r. 
K unstler of New York. To take 
such a position, you under­ 
stand, is a way of saying that 
the other six defendants are 
being inadequately represented. 
3. 
Judge Hoffman does not 
appear to be a very wise man. 
G ranted he had to do something 
to restrain Bobby Seale. T rials 
require a certain minimal co ­ 
operation by the defendant. A 
few y ears ago in Washington 
a defendant attem pted to d is ­ 
tra c t the court’s attention by the 
sim ple expedient of disrobing. 


Finally an exasperated judge 
o rd ered him wrapped In blank­ 
e ts and shackled to the chair. 
The case was appealed, and the 
action of the judge -ustained. 
What Judge Hoffman has done, 
of course, is to act as straight 
man 
for 
the 
sym bolistic 
strategy of Bobby Seale, the plot 
of which Is the white au th o ri­ 
ta ria n 's reduction of the Negro 
once again to slavery, com plete 
wtth 
the 
paraphernalia of 
shackles and gag. Now Judge 
Hoffman did not have all that 
many alternatives, let us grant. 
E ither the trial goes on, o r pan­ 
dem onium goes on. It was Mr. 
S eale’s purpose to create toe 
pandemonium and Judge Hoff­ 
m an's responsibility to proceed 
with the tria l. 
He should have 
thought of a m ore resourceful 
solution. 
Surely a closed c ir ­ 
cuit television cam era would 
have perm itted Seale to sit In 
an adjacent room , w itnessing 
the proceedings, and available 
to the jury for questioning when 
the proper button was pushed: 
but 
otherw ise 
outside 
the 
co u rt’s earshot. 
4. 
Judge Hoffman does not 
seem to rea lize that Seale is 
engaged in traditional revolu­ 
tionary strateg y . 
He is a t­ 
tem pting to talk over the heads 
of the officials of tho co u rt­ 
room to his grander constitu­ 
ency, toe revolutionary class in 
A m erica. It is com forting to 
suppose that that is a very lean 
following. 
But Seale has got 
great attention, and at the ex­ 
pense, much of it, of the p re s ­ 
tige of A m erican institutions, 
and toe resilien ce and ingen­ 
uity 
of 
A m erican 
judges. 
Seale’s purpose is to d istract 
attention, ju st to begin with, 
from the crim e for which he has 
been charged, toe violation of

rio t: sort of an an ti-rio t Mann 
A ct. He may have succeeded In 
intruding enough extraneous and 
distracting considerations into 
the trial to cause an im patient 
reviewing court to sim ply throw 
it out on appeal. It would take 
months and months to put It back 
on the judicial road. Meanwhile, 
lots of time for good riotous 
m oratoria.
